WE’LL KNOW REASON WHY!

A ccording to telegraphic dispatches, the charterflf the United 
Brewery Workers’ union has been revoked by the executive 
council of the American Federation of Labor. 

This is a case without precedent in the labor iilovenient. 
iWc know of many cases where international uni&ns have withdrawn 
from the .American Feileration of Labor voJuitlarily, at, for instance, 
tlie mine workers, the .\malgamated Steel Workers, rte. But we 
know of no ca»e in which the charter of an old mUmalioHal union has 
been taken away as a punishment for "not obeying orders.” 

The execufive council would never dare "to discipline” the mine 
workers, the carpenters ojr tlie longshoremen in the same manner. 

• . * * 

When the Brewery Workers International union joined the 
American Federation of Labor, tliat body was only five years old, and 
a weakly" youngster. The Brewery Workers’ union has always loyally 
held to the American Federation of Labor. It always lovally su]>- 
ported every other trades union when any one needed help. Es¬ 
pecially in large cities the Brewery Workers’ union was invariably used 
as a "ratspaw” to unionize all kinds of shops dhing business with 
brewers or breweries. . 

When the Brewery Workers joined, they had permission and their 
charter was so amended as to include the beer drivers, the firemen 
and engineers and the bottlers. And now, after the brewers enteretl 
on these terms, the American Federation of Labor want.s to take these 
unions away from them and dismember and weaken the organization 
»f the Brewery Workers. 

And this in spite of the fact that the heer drivers, brewery engin¬ 
eers and firemen have repeatedly and almost unanimously decided to re¬ 
main with the Brewers’ union. 

The Brewery Workers’ union is twenty-one years old. It ts old 
enough to vote. And it did vote. It wted against being “vivi¬ 
sected.” 

• « * 

The American Federation of Labor has always prided itself on 
being a “voluntary" organization. This w|as part of its strength. 
National organizations could come and go without perceptibly weaken¬ 
ing its influence. Now, since its executive council has begun to 
use other tactics—tactics of the DeLeon kind— and to fire entire inter¬ 
national unions, it is easy lo predict that the “splitting period” will 

set in. . . , . . t.1 

The adoption of this new policy is so much the more deplorable 
because the American Federation of Labor, while large in numbers, 
was never weaker in in/lueHce than it is now. 

And that is no wonder. , > . 

Gompersism today shows itself mainly by innumerable defeats in 
the economic field. And Mayor Schmils of San Francisco, wliom Mr. 
Gompers has eulogized hundreds of times, is the only txfrrssion of 
Gompersism, in the political Md.

Excepting the brewers and the printers, no big strikes instituted 
by any union associated with the .\merican Federation of Labor have 
been won of late. And the printers won theirs by the unprecedented 
heroism of the rank and Me, and by spending over $3,000,000. The 
Ameri«M.«iredcnition of Labor had very little to do with it 

An3, judging from the experience of the printers’ strike, and the 
anitude of the pressmen, the printers’ organization fumbhes one of 
the most ^ving proofs that the organixation of the breviers is right 
If the printers had control of the pressmen, the sterectypers and 
the bookbinders—or rather, if they belonged to the same organization 
—the printers’ strike would not have lasted a year and a half, aiid it 

.would not have cost $3,000,000. . 

As it is, not only did the pressmen work while the printers were 
cm strike, but while the printers were still striking for an eight-hour 
day the pressmen entered into a contract with the Typbthetae—which 
the’printers were fighting—to work nine hours a daj- up till 1909.

So that Socialists the world 
over are demanding old-age peasiuci, workmen insurance against sick¬ 
ness anil ileath, better housing, belter fooil, n>orc leisure ia svhich to 
think and become enlightened. Tlie fsocial-Ocmocrats do not kx>k 
for the triumph of collectivism through the increase of misery, but arc 
Irj ing to shield the workers on all sides from tite miseries put upon them 
ly the capiulist system.

This 
makes the number of people tie- 
pendent 454XX>. ami estimatii^ the 
I actual cost for the necessaries of 
life for tliesc five people at aoc a day- 
each, it will require a fund of 
$().ooo a day to feed them.
